More recently properties occupying two 
miles of Brooklyn waterfront were pur 
chased by the Port of New York Authority 
for redevelopment at a total cost $85 
million. With the title to the property 
obtained only a year and a half ago, four 
great new piers of latest design and max! 
mum efficiency are being built. Altogethe) 
10 new piers will occupy the areas fo! 
merly occupied by 26 obsolete structures. 

As for the future, all signs point to 
an additional demand for such new port 
facilities. The increase in imports and 
exports to be handled by United States 
ports in the next 15 or 20 years could 
conceivably match or even exceed the 
120 million tons rise experienced since the 
end of World War II. A major contribut- 
ing factor will be the tremendous economi 
growth now occurring throughout the 
world. Another factor will be the antici 
pated population increase forecasted by 
many economists as amounting to 33° 
from a world population of 2,615,000,000 
people in 1957 to 3,475,000,000 in 1975 
Incidentally, the forecast for the United 
States follows the same percentage as 
for the world, which would increase the 
1957 population of 165 million people to 
220 million. 

How accurately population growth can 
be applied to internationa! tonnage growth 
may be open for debate, although it i 
true that most items of trade and trans- 
port are in one way or another consumed 
by people; either for food, clothing, hous 
ing, pleasure or transportation. This of 
course must be geared also to the actions 
of various countries with respect to trade 
barriers. Right now, the trend is di 
tinctly toward the removal of trade bar 
riers, and the encouragement of more 
trading between nations. There is good 
reason to believe that this trend may 
continue over the years, and become very 
significant in expanding tonnages handled 
by ports. If, however, the 33% population 
increase were taken as a rough measure 
and applied to the tonnage, the result 
would be about 100,000,000 tons more by 
1975 at United States ports. 

This optimistic view of the future i 
shared by those who plan to invest million 
of dollars in ship construction. In 1955, 
a total of 1,447 ocean-going vessels were 
launched, while in 1956 the launching 
increased to 1,837. On January 1, 1957, 
the shipyards of the world had orders on 
hand for 2,515 ocean-going vessels, which 
was an increase of 43% over the figure 
of January 1, 1956. The orders on hand 
at the present time are sufficient to gua 
antee full capacity work at all the ship 
yards of the world until about 1965. These 
are very significant figures, representing 
an investment in vessels of countless mil 
lions of dollars. To be sure, some of these 
vessels that are scheduled to be built,

Department of Marine and Aviation will 
be the $18,723,000 square-shaped terminal] 
of revolutionary design that will, under 
a recently concluded lease agreement, 
bring the Holland-American Line from 
Hoboken to New York. 

Illustrative of the new facilities that 
will rise on the Brooklyn waterfront will 
be the modern, efficient $10,600,000 termi 
nal to be constructed for occupancy, under 
a recently signed lease agreement, by the 
Mitsui Steamship Line on the site of the 
abandoned ferry terminal at 39th Street, 
srooklyn. 

The two-mile stretch of East River ex- 
tending from South Ferry to Jackson 
Street will undergo a thorough face-lift- 
ing. Short and outmoded piers are to be 
torn out and replaced by terminals de 
signed to meet present and anticipated 
shipping needs. 

The projects touched upon here merely 
suggest the extent of the Department of 
Marine and Aviation’s waterfront re- 
building program. Numerous other proj- 
ects, major and minor, are either under 
construction, being blueprinted, or under 
study by Department engineers and the 
subject of negotiations with prospective 
tenants.

New York cannot 
afford, in the fact of stiff competition 
from other ports and the St. Lawrence 
Seaway, to place anything less than the 
finest of termina! facilities at the disposi- 
tion of the steamship lines and railroads 
using and serving the Port. 

With the firm support and encourage- 
ment of Mayor Robert F. Wagner and 
his colleagues on the Board of Estimate, 
we are making and will continue to make, 
a vigorous effort to give New York the 
kind of efficient, up-to-the-minute steam- 
ship and railroad terminals that will as- 
sure New York’s continued leadership as 
a Port and greatness as a City.

through the collector at the port where the vessel then is or next arrives thereafter 
to the Commissioner of Customs a certificate of specifications outlining the work per- 
formed on the vessel and describing the extent to which old materials used were taken 
up, refitted, and reset, or the extent to which parts of the old hull in its intact condition 
were used or built upon. The certificate shall be accompanied by accurate sketches or 
blueprints illustrating the extent of the work performed when such sketches or blue- 
prints are available. Such certificate shall also be accompanied by a certificate of the 
builder, which shall be on customs Form 1261 if the vessel is claimed to be new. In the 
case of an unrigged wooden vessel, the shipbuilder, in addition to certifying that the 
vessel is rebuilt and the date of completion and place of such rebuilding, shall certify 
that the vessel is sound and free from rotten or doted wood in its structural parts; 
that it is properly fastened and calked; and that it is as good as new in strength and 
seaworthiness. The Commissioner of Customs shall decide whether or not the vessel 
is to be considered to be new or rebuilt and, if either, that decision shall be reflected 
on the vessel’s maritime document.
